The ratio of independent clubs to college- 
university clubs were about 5050, which was a bit im- 
pressing because | didn't think there were that many in- 
dependent groups that were like E.C.A.S. and us. I was 
gladly mistaken. 

After intros were made, the topics began to flow. 
Ii seems alot of clubs are going into fansubtitling- which, 
also to my surprise, some clubs we're not too enthused to 
hear about. CAtlantie Anime Alliance was the only club 
that | recall opposing fansubtitling and distribution, but 
I'm sure there were others) Then the topics shifted to 
how groups conduet meetings and finding new members 
(most used word of mouth or flyers) to the unuse of the 
usenet as a souree of information. 

The biggest, and most interesting discussion was 
“Where are all (he women in Anime at?” “By far, Anime 
fandom as far as groups go, is a predominately male 
scone.

For those of you who loved Kenichi 
Sonoda's "Riding Bean" this one is right up your 
alley. With plenty of gun shooting, bad guy 
killing, high speed car chasing, and explosive 
women that will literally blow you away if you 
cross em the wrong way. And we ain't talking 
about legs here. Kenichi Sonoda's work shines 
true in his latest endeavor to merge four of the 
greatest things a man could love; guns, cars, 
bombs, and women (not in exactly that order 
sometimes). Sonoda is a master of detail when 
it comes to his designs both mechanical and 
human. All of the scenes in this show are actual 
street and city scenes from Chicago, which is 
where the story takes place. A lot of work has 
gone into this OAV series and you see it from 
the get go. 

Rally Vincent a part time bounty hunter, 
gunsmith, and gun store owner. She totes more 
fire power than a third world country. She is an 
expert shot with every type of weapon made to 
date and an expert gunsmith. She can tell you 
what is wrong with your weapon before she 
evens sees it just by the sound it makes. Her 
partner Minnie-May Hopkins is a grenade- 
happy explosives expert. Together they are the 
Gunsmith Cats. They also have a little friend, 
by the name of Becky, that "helps" them with 
their cases. And of course you have the guy that 
is always messing in their business, a man by 
the man of William Collins, an ATF agent 
(Alcohol, Firearms, and Tobacco) 

; Uh oh I almost forgot to mention Rally's 
great taste in transportation. I'm thinking 69 
Shelby Cobra??? Man oh man is it nice.. but 
enough about that. The story opens up with a 
wonderful skyline scene of Chicago and a lonely 
Shelby Cobra on a Chicago street. The Cats are 
on the prowl already. The action really heats up 
from there. With Rally in her car and May 
making a phone call to their prey. May gives 
the go ahead sign after the call and Rally knows 


that it is time. Rally takes the elevator to the 
floor where their prey awaits with a little 
surprise for her (12 gauge type that is). May 
gets in position with her own little, shall we say 
present, that brings a bang with it. Then, well I 
guess you will just have to watch it won't you. 

With Character designs by Kenichi Sonoda, 
Michiko Noya as the voice of Rally, Kae Araki 
as the voice of May and distributed by AD 
Vision here in the US, Gunsmith Cats will blow 
you away! The music is definitely Jazz with the 
intro and ending themes humming to a new tune 
of sorts. This style of music was preferred by 
Kenichi Sonoda. Gunsmith Cats Vol. 1 contains 
one thirty minute episode, if you buy the special 
edition you will get an extra forty minutes of 
interview with Sonoda and how the OAV was 
made. At present there are three vols. out with 
an undetermined number to go. So who know 
maybe we will see more and maybe even a 
Cameo by the "Road Buster". Well, another 
review and another newsletter, so remember “He 
who dies with the most Anime wins!". ja ne!

Magic Knight Rayearth 
Episodes 1-4

Here is a show that will give you much 
to laugh about as well as give a very powerful 
and exciting journey to follow. Magic Knight 
Rayearth almost follows the same line as Slayers 
and other such adventurous stories in the manga 
realm. While watching this show, many people 
might feel a weird sense of Deja Vu. If you ever 
played an RPG ( Role Playing Games) then do 
not be alarmed. because they, the Legendary 
Magic Knights, must too build upon their 
character to defeat their opponents. 

Imagine three ordinary high school 
girls, Hikaru Shidou, Umi Rywuzaki, and Fuu 
Hououji, going on a field trip to Tokyo Tower. 
When out of the blue, some little girl named 
Princess Emeraude summons them to become 
the Legendary Magic Knights to save the planet 
Cephiro. All of a sudden, they were not in 
Tokyo Tower but plummeting down in air and 
landing, not so lady-like, on a giant flying fish, 
Once landing on the flying fish, it set. course for 
them to meet Gura Clef, the greatest magician of 
Cephiro, who looks like a 11 years old kid. Clef 
explains the only way to get back to their home 
is that they must save his world from 
catastrophe by becoming the Magic Knights and 
saving Princess Emeraude from the evil Zagato. 
However, Clef only has time enough to give the 
girls their armor and some advice on magic 
before being turned to stone by Zagato. 
Meanwhile fleeing from the scene, the girls 
_ were being attack by Alcyone, one of Zagato's 
benchmen...hench-women? Saying enough is 
enough, Hikaru gets up and let loose the magic 
that Clef taught her and beats up Alycone. 
Following Master Clef's advice, the girls head 
for the Forest of Silence to meet Preseia ... 

Even though it is killing me, I would 
not like to ruin it for you fans. Also I am 
thinking in self-interest, I do not want a bunch 
of angry anime fans hunting me down because I 


ruined it for them by telling them the whole 
story, so I just soon enough stop right now 
before I stick my foot in my mouth. 

Some interesting facts to keep in mind 
when watching Magic Knight Rayearth is the 
girls names: Hikaru means Light and the first 
kanji in Shidou means Lion, Umi means Ocean 
and the first kanji in her last name, Ryuuzaki, 
means Dragon, and Fuu means Wind while her 
first kanji of her last name, Hououji, means 
Phoenix. Try to guess their magical powers. 
These episodes are not currently available in the 
states, but you can get them from Fan Sub 
groups. Rumor is that they are talking about 
bringing it to the states and Canada later this 
year. E.C.A.S. staff will inform you pertinent to 
this information if needed.

Dirty Pair Flash By Timothy Boyte 


To date there are three Flash Series. Flash 1 which was 
released in 1993 has 6 episodes. Flash 2 and 3 have 5 episodes each 
and were released in 1994 and 1995 respectively. At the present 
time there is no word on future series but with the popularity of the 
series in Japan we can be confident that there will be more. 

The Flash series begins in 2248 on Fuluron and introduces us to 
the revamped Kei and Yuri who quickly become known as the Dirty 
Pair. Apparently a computer glitch assigns the Pair the code-name of: 
Lovely Angels after the famous original team members are ?22 Don't 
want to get ahead of myself and ruin the story. 

In the opening we meet the main characters and are given a 
little of their respective backgrounds and accomplishments!?! at the 
WWWA._ There quickly ensues mayhem and destruction that Kei and 
Yuri are pulled into not due to any fault of theirs. 

The first series had 6 episodes with two interwoven plots that 
tie all of these episodes together. I won't give any details because 
that would give away too much. Sorry. You will have to wait. I will 
say that there is a combination of the plots with individual subplots 
that allow the episodes to stand alone in a manner that is interesting 
and a mark of good story-telling. Episode 6 of this series is very 
good indeed and brings closure to the plots initiated earlier in the 
series. This episode also seals the partnership between Kei and Yuri 
and proves they have earned the right to the name Lovely Angels as 
well as the Dirty Pair. 

This series introduces us to Kei, Yuri, Chief Garner, Mugi, Lady 
Flaia, Iris, Molly, and for a short time Lillie. The animation quality is 
excellent. The music is very good with the opening and ending 
themes being sung by Mariko Kouda (Yuri) and Rika Matsumoto 
(Kei). This series was directed by Tsukasa Sunaga. The opening and 
ending sequences were also very good and highly entertaining on 
their own. Being a Dirty Pair Fan I immensely enjoyed this series 


and highly recommend it. As an Anime Fan I would also recommend 


this series. This was my personal favorite of the Flash Series with 
Flash 2 not far behind. 

The episode titles are 1. Runaway Angel 2. Darkside Angel 3. 
Frozen Angel 4. Sleeping Angel 5.- Stray Angel 6. Lovely Angels. 
Each episode runs approximately 28 minutes. 


Dirty Pair Flash 2 has the Pair going off to World's World, a 
pleasure planet theme park known for it's realistic recreations of 
historical periods of the Earth's past. The girls are of course 
searching for an arch-villain and have been called in as a last resort. 
In this series they are accompanied by a computer expert and: 
unofficial chaperon named Toma. 

These 5 episodes are more independent than the first series. 
Each episode while maintaining a common thread, their investigation 
of a computer criminal, are like the original series in that each of the 
five episodes can be watched and enjoyed individually. It is nice to 
be able to watch all 5 episodes but it is not as critical as it would be 
in the first series. There are the expected elements in this series as 
well as romance, verbal comedy, physical comedy, and some 
hilarious situational comedy. 

Like the first Flash Series this one has great animation, very 
good music, attention to detail, and some interesting plot 
development. The music in the opening and ending themes are again 
sung by Mariko Kouda and Rika Matsumoto. The second series was 
directed by Tomomi Mochizuki. I highly recommend this series also. 

The episode titles are 1. Tokyo Holiday Network 2. Mystery 
Academy-17 3. Steamy Romantic Tour 4. Flower Shop Romance 
5. Tokyo Pursuit to the Airport. Each episode runs approximately 28 
minutes. 


Dirty Pair Flash 3 is unlike the previous two series and worth 
watching. Each episode is a self-contained story. There is na plot 
running through them as in the Flash | & 2 Series. They appear to 
be based on individual case files. At first, as an overall series, it 
wasn't a favorite of mine but it has grown on me. There are ta date 
5 episodes in it with the first and fifth shows being my favorites, 


The first, Chaser in White Snow is an excellent Dirty Pair show 
that has all of the elements Dirty Pair Fans expect. Really bad 
villains, lots of action, unexpected destruction, OK maybe not so 
unexpected, and last minute rescues -when you have given up hope. 
A bonus in this episode is the surprise that Kei, our gun nut, rough 
and tumble Kei, has a strong maternal and nurturing side. 

The fifth episode, Gray Revenger, deals with a prison escapee's 
plot to get revenge on Chief Popolo for putting him in prison. This 
episode is stuffed full of action, adventure, and typical Dirty Pair 
collateral damage. Highly enjoyable even for me and I don't 
typically care for the mayhem and destruction type shows. 

Again these two are excellent shows in the Flash 3 Series. If 
you don't or can't watch all 5 episodes watch 1 and 5 at least. The 
remaining three episodes deal with a child assassin. Guess who her 
targets are. There are also some funny moments in this one. A 
training/torture camp to get the pair in shape to win the 12th. 
Galactic Cup. Why else but to catch another arch-criminal who only 
appears in public at this event. 1 did like the costumes, especially at 
the end. The last of these remaining episodes dealt with a young 
man and his obsession with a perfect Yuri and the realities thanks to 
Kei's clumsiness. Enough said. 

These episodes had great animation and good music like the 
first two Flash Series. Again the themes were sung by Mariko Kouda 
and Rika Matsumoto. I am guessing these 5 episodes were done in 
answer to some type of Fan request for a favorite plot to be 
animated. This is just a guess on my part of course since these 
episodes were so different from the first two Flash Series. I could be 
wrong. None of my contacts have said anything about it really. Just 
that fans in Japan clamored for a new Dirty Pair Flash Series and 
voila’ they got it. 

Anyway I recommend this series highly to all Dirty Pair Fans 
and to Anime Fans in general. I enjoyed all the episodes and would 
say get them for your collection if you can. 

The episodes were |. Chaser in White Snow 2. Pink Sniper 
3. Summer Colored Winner 4. My Rose Colored Boy 5. Gray Revenger. 
Each episode ran approximately 28 minutes. 


Of further interest to Dirty Pair Fans is an art book released by 
Sunrise Animation on Flash 1 & 2. A very good book with a number 
of full color, high quality pictures from the series and some never 
before seen pictures as well. The book also contained a large section 
of character, equipment, and backup designs. It is priced between 
$22 and $30 but is well worth it. I have seen it offered in Books 
Nippon, Nikaku Animart and Preview/Diamond Distributors. It has 
probably been offered elsewhere. Look for it. 


Another item dealing with the Dirty Pair is a Dirty Pair Flash 
Manga from Dengeki Comics that features the Pair drawn in yet a 
different manner. This book is hard to get but recommended and 
very funny. I saw it in the Nikaku Animart catalog for about $14. 
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The time has finally come to draw this issue to a close. We hope you 

enjoyed what we had to present to you and also hope that you will be waiting 
for our next issue with anticipation. If it counts for anything, you will be 

happy to know that work for our number six issue had already begun before 
this issue was even complete. Considering that we have a head start on the 
number six issue, maybe we will be able to have it out in time for New Years. 
This is our intended goal. We want to have the number six issue done by late 
December, early January so that we may present it as our feature issue at 
Katsucon '98. So until next time, play hard, play very hard...
